Manila Municipality Praises 
Governor-General. 


Two resolutions, one lauding! 
the wark of Gavernor Gontoral 
Harrison in the Philippines dur- 


ministration, and the other. pro- 
posing to have the senators and 
representatives of Manila present 
a bill in the legislature which 
would declare the chief executive 
have, been introdeced by the 
municipal Board. 

The first resolutionis as follows: 


“Whereas Governor General 
Harrison, upon arriving on Pril- 
tppine shores, made known to the 
Filipinos the policy which Pres- 
ident Wilson would adopt for the 
Philippines+-that of giving the 
reins of government to the Filipi- 
nosasmoch as possible in order 
that they may be given an oppor. 
tunity to show their ability to 
manage their own government, 
especially that which concerns 
material progresa, both in 
agriculture and in commerce. 

Whereas Governor - General 
Harrison, true to tht instructions 
be received from President Wil- 
son of following this poticy, 
worked in the Philippines for a 
period of aight years, his admin- 
istration having resulted in un- 
told benefits to’ the Filipino 
people, both politically and 
economically. 7 

“Therefore, be it resolved by 
the municipal board of Manila 
that, moved by a feeling of 
gratitude to the governor-gen- 
eral of the Philippines, the 
Honorable Francis Burton Har-

Thecardrove through the 
prison gateway, and they alight- 
ed quickly, and burried across 
the sard. Mr Peter MacSwines 
(who watched beside the body 
during the night) left the prison 
early yesterday morning. but 
retumed for the inquest.

KOWLOON NOTES. 


—— 


(By ‘The Ferryman ”.) 


The bathing beach controversy 
has left Kowloon rather cold, for 
the simple reason that more con- 
cern appearstabeshown for Hong- 
kongitea than for those of us who 
live anthe mainiand, We can fully 
sympathisa with thosa who want 
the existing pablo hathing 
beaches retained, but at the same 
lime we cannot forget that Hong- 
kong has long enjoyed what 
Kowloon has been denied.
